service on October 15, 1940, for a year of service. At 
the end of a year of service some of the men were re- 
leased to inactive duty, but these were later recalled. 
While in training many of the men were transferred 
to other organizations. A number were sent back 
from Hawaii for officer training and did not rejoin 
the company. One man from Oneonta — August 
Gardella, was not federalized with the company but 
later joined it. The company served in combat in 
the Pacific area and will be especially noted ‘for its 


participation in the battles of Saipan and Okinawa.
